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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
when taken separately or combined does teach a method and product by process of 
forming a light string of light emitting diodes directly coupled in series to an AC power 
source without any intermediate circuit altering devices by determining the AC voltage 
rating for the particular light emitting diode being used by determining the average 
voltage drop across the light emitting diode when connected to the AC power source 
and determining the workable number of light emitting diodes by dividing the RMS 
voltage rating of the AC power source by the AC voltage rating of the particular light 
emitting diode determined previously.
